The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As stated before, the 
incorporation a detailed description of the technique from GB 2316760, in place of the reference 
on page 4 at lines 27-29 as required under 35 USC 112 and insert language describing the use 
of plural grating exposures with stepping or movement between the exposures to form a 
DFB grating without post processing into the claims to form the optical fiber laser with the 
recited differences in grating strength and identical phase shifts for the two orthogonal 
polarization modes is sufficient to obviate the rejections of record.. This is due to the use of post 
processing tuning of the phase shift in Storoy et al.. upon which the rejections are based.
